?itr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  hq''  ninth  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  and  social  conditions  of  your  district  for  the  year  ended 
51st  December,  1964* 

The  birth  rate  fell  to  a very  Ioxt  level  in  19^4?  and  it  is,  of 
covorse,  much  below  the  national  average.  The  infant  death  rate  fell  to 
a satisfactory  level  but  this  was  unfortunately  ba^lanced  to  some  extent 
by  a rise  in  the  stillbirth  rate. 

Immunisation  statistios  continued  to  improve  and  can  be  regarded 
as  satisfactory.  I have  to  report,  for  the  first  time  for  many  years, 
the  occurrence  of  a case  of  Poliomyelitis,  The  department  seized  the 
opportunity  to  improve  the  immunological  state  of  the  district  v^ith 
satisfactor;;,-  results,  and  at  the  same  time  preventing  further  cases 
from  occurriTig. 

The  Council  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  housing  progress 
during  the  year,  which  has  gone  a long  way  towards  implementing  the  slum 
clearance  programme . 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  members  of 
the  Council  for  the  continued  interest  in  all  matters  relating  to  the 
health  of  the  district.  I would  also  like  to  pla.ce  on  record  the  high 
degree  of  co-operation,  I always  receive  from  both  your  Clerk  and  Public 
Health  Znspectcr.  LTr,  Hvans  has  prepared  that  portion  of  the  Report 
dealing  with  the  sanitar^^  circumstances  of  the  area.

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  112,  I3  less 
than  in  the  previous  year.  There  were  7 illegitima,te  births,  representing 
6»2fc  of  total  births  registered,  compared  with  5 *6^0  in  1963» 

■The  Registrar  General  again  supplied  a comparability  factor  for  the 
births  in  1964j  which  relates  the  proportion  of  women  of  child-bearing  age 
in  the  area  with  the  proportion  in  a standa.rd  population.  The  crude  birth 
rate  multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor  gives  an  adjusted  birth  rate 
which  is  comparable  with  similar  adjusted  rates  for  other  districts  and 
with  the  rate  for  the  country  us  a whole.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for 
yemr  district  was  I4.8  per  1,000  estimated  population,  as  compared  with 
16.6  per  1,000  estimated  pcpulation  for  I963  and  compared  with  18. 4 for 
England  and  Vales.

Tnere  Trere  5 stillBijrths  in  jovx  area  last  year,  1 more  than  in  the  previous 
year.  Tne  stiilhirth  rate  vas  42. 7f  as  compared  with  Jl.O  for  the  previous 
year  and  with  l6.3  for  England  and  Wales.  Although  this  stillhirth  rate  is  very 
nigh,  it  seems  difficrlt  to  pin-point  ar]y  avoidable  cause  in  Barfield,  but  I am 
including  the  causes  below  from  an  interesting  point  of  view.

The  total  nianber  of  deaths  last  year  was  JO  comprised  of  40  males  and  50 
females.  The  adjusted  death  rate,  which  is  the  crude  death  rate  multiplied  by 
the  comparability  factor,  was  12.?  per  1,000  estimated  population  as  compared 
with  15.1  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  the  previous  year  and  v^ith  11,3 
per  1,000  estimated  population  for  England  and  Wales.  The  principal  causes  of 
death  in  order  of  nmerical  importance  v/ere  s heart  and  circulatory  disease, 
cancer  and  respirator^'  diseases. 


Ir-fant  Mortality 

There  were  two  ir^fant  deaths  in  Barfield  last  year,  4 fewer  than  in  1963* 
This  gi\'es  an  irJ“ant  mortality  rate  of  17.9  per  1,000  live  births,  compared 
with  48.0  for  the  previous  year  and  with  20.0  for  England  and  Wales.

The  laboratory-  service  was  provided  by  the  Public  Health  laboratory 
in  Wakefield,  a national  service  under  the  control  of  the  Medical  Research 
Ccimcil,  The  laboratory  is  equipped  to  deal  -with  all  bacteriological  and 
pathological  examinations,  and  a complete  investigation  is  -undertaken  and 
report  furnished  for  every  specimen  sent  for  examination.

Scarlet  Fever 

15  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  during  the  year^  compared  v/ith  25 
in  the  pre^nLous  year.  The  disease  was  mild  in  character  and  was  scattered 
in  time  and  place. 


Measles 

65  cases  of  lleasles  were  notified  during  the  year^  compared  virith  32 
cases  in  1963 • This  disease  was  sporadic  in  character  and  continued  to 
be  spaced  evenly  during  the  year. 

Smallccx 

Nc  case  of  Smallpox  occmred  during  the  year.  The  mmaber  of  children 
vaccLnated  duririg  the  year  was  49>  compared  with  44  in  ihc  previous  year 
and  with  16C  in  the  peak  year  of  1962. 

Dj-phtheria.  TThop-ping  Cough,  and  Tetanus 

ITc  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year  but  notifications  were 
received  in  respect  of  I4  cases  of  TTnooping  Cough,  Immunisation  statistics 
in  respect  of  Diphtheria  showed  a small  but  welcome  increase  with  88.1%  of 
the  C-15  years  age  group  protected,  compeared  with  83.8%  in  the  previous  year. 

If  this  figure  is  split  into  age  groups  it  represents  96.5?^  of  the  school 
populaticn  and  72.55^  of  the  pre-school  group.  Immunisation  against  Whooping 
Cough  again  proved  popular  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  68.4%  of  pre-school 
children  were  protected,  compared  with  66.4^  in  the  pre'/ious  year.  Immunisation 
against  Tetanus  continjjied  and  during  the  year  125  children  received  primary 
immunisation  and  92  received  booster  doses,  compared  V7ith  563  and  29 
respectively  in  the  previous  year. 
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Poliomyelitis 

One  case  of  Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  occurred  diuring  the  year.  Oral 
vaccine  v/as  used  to  prevent  the  sprea.d  and  at  the  same  time  to  increase  the 
general  level  of  immunity  in  the  population.  During  the  year  124  children 
and  45  others  were  completed  with  three  doses  of  primary  vaccination.  The 
grand  total  vaccinated  in  the  Darfield  area  nov/  stands  at  of  Virhich 

2j096  have  received  a fourth  dose;  some  1,200  of  these  were  given  in  I964. 

Tuberculosis 

There  were  no  nev/  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the 
year.  This  is  the  first  time  that  I have  been  able  to  report  this  since 
m;>^  records  began.  One  case  of  hon-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  Yiras,  however, 
notified,  I am  happy  to  report  that  there  v/as  no  death  from  the  disease 
during  the  year.

The  n\amber  of  live  births  registered  in  the  Division  d-uring  I964  was  1,400, 
jompared  with  1,541  in  1965*  This  is  equivalent  to  a crude  birth  rate  of  18,0  per 
L,000,  compared  with  18,1  per  1,000  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  illegitimate 
:irths  was  75,  compared  with  62  in  I963.  This  represents  5*5^  of  the  total  births, 
jompared  with  4,45^  in  I963,  and  3.6^  in  I962. 

Stillbirths 

T'nere  were  55  stillbirths  during  the  year,  compared  with  33  during  1963*  This 
iives  a stillbirth  rate  of  24*4  compared  with  23.0  in  I963  and  with  l6,3  for  England 
ind  Wales, 

Deaths 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  Division  after  the  addition  and  subtraction  of  im/ard 
ind  outwaord  transfers  was  842,  which  was  22  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  This  gives 
i crude  death  rate  for  the  Di^nLsion  of  10,8  as  compared  ■path  11,1  in  1963*  You  will 
see  in  the  table  that  thJ.s  is  lower  than  any  figure  for  individiial  districts.  This 
Ls  because  each  district  shows  an  adjusted  rate  whereas,  unfortunately,  no  adjusted 
C'ate  is  available  for  the  Division, 

iatemal  Mortality 

There  were  two  deaths  during  the  year  attributable  to  maternal  causes.  One 
Dcccrred  in  Cudwcrth  and  the  other  in  the  Royston  Urban  District, 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  Di-tnlsion  was  1,39,  compared  T.lth  0,40  for  the 
idmir-ist native  Co-nty  and  0,25  for  England  and  Wales,  This  figure  is  obviously  larger 
ohan  the  Co^unty  or  national  average,  but  when  one  case  can  make  such  an  enormous 
difference,  it  must  be  boms  in  mind  that  the  Division  has  been  Tdthout  a maternal 
death  in  many  years  during  the  past  decade. 

One  of  the  deaths  occ'orred  from  Placenta  Frae''nLa,  and  the  other  Pulmonary 
Embolism  in  the  puerperium.  There  was  nothing  revealed  in  the  investigation 
suggesting  that  these  deaths  were  preventable. 
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i.fant  Deaths  a.nd  Peri -natal  Mortality  Rates 


There  were  30  infant  deaths  in  the  Division  during  the  year  of  which  24  occurred 
ring  the  neo-ratal  period.  This  compares  rath  4I  27  respectively  in  I963. 
lese  figures  represent  an  irrfant  mortality  rate  for  the  Division  of  21,4,  compared 
,th  29.2  for  the  pre\l.ous  year  and  \7ith  20,0  for  England  and  Vi'ales, 

It  should  he  noted  that  of  the  20  infant  deaths  occurring  mthin  the  first 
lek  of  life,  two  of  then  visre  so  premature  as  to  he  helow  the  age  of  viability, 

. other  vfords,  if  they  ha.d  not  breathed  they  would  not  even  have  been  regarded  as 
lllbirths,  but  rather  as  miscarriages. 

The  peri -natal  mortality  rate  for  the  Division  was  33, 3 > compared  with  3O.O  for 
le  administrative  County.

Comment  has  been  made  in  the  district  portion  of  the  report  on  the  general  state 
of  the  immunity  in  respect  of  each  individual  area.  The  figures  for  the  Division  shov; 

3.  substantial  improvement  in  all  age  groups,  representing  an  increase  of  12^  in 
dphtheria  immunisation,  16^  of  the  improvement  being  in  the  school  group  and  8^  in  the 
pre-schocl  group,  whooping  Cough  immunisation  improved  by  6^.  It  is  now  exactly  ten 
irears  since  the  last  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  the  Division,  and  it  is  important 
to  continue  to  remind  parents  of  the  need  to  continue  vdth  these  injections.  The 
Liigures  for  this  area  represents  a fairly  satisfactory  state  of  affairs,  but  we  must 
oontinue  to  woric  to  see  that  this  improvement  is  maintained.

One  case  of  the  disease  was  notified  dniang  the  year,  and  this  has  had  a marked 
effect  on  the  vaccination  statistics.  The  use  of  Sabin  Oral  Yaccine  is  now  current 
practice  tc  control  an  outbreak,  with  the  result  that  the  area  in  which  a case  occui-s 
has  an  automatic  improved  immunological  state.  During  the  year  1,692  children  were 
vaccinated  with  three  doses  almost  exactly  the  same  as  in  1965?  making  a total  of 
52,196  children  vaccinated  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme,  of  these  6,471  have 
received  a fourth  dose.  You  will  notice  that  the  vast  majority  of  these  doses  were 
given  in  Darfield  idiere  the  case  was  notified.

The  nxriber  of  children  examined  diiring  the  year  increased  slightly  to  8.  total  of 
4,510.  Ye  were  verp'  sorry  to  lose  Dr.  S,  G.  A,  Henriques,  v/ho  retired  in  August,  and 
we  were  pleased  tc  welcome  Dr.  T..  K,  Gill  who  arrived,  in  September,  1964. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Eye  defects  detected  and  some  sli^t 
decrease  in  the  number  of  Ear,  ITose  and  Throat  defects.  The  most  marked  change  in 
defects  was  the  dimini tion  in  the  number  of  lung  cases  requiring  obsearvation.  The 
n-mber  of  children  attending  Specialists'  clinics  remained  relatively  constant.  It 
was  possible  tc  reduce  sli^tly  the  number  attending  at  School  Doctor  Clinics  due  to 
mere  children  being  seen  pt  routine  school  inspections.

This  is  an  important  screening  technique  aimed  at 
reventing  nsn^rl  sub -normality  developing  in  a baby  vtIio  has  a positive  reaction, 
irtolsni  tests  Trere  carried  out  on  all  babies  bom  in  the  Division  to  discover  cases 
if  congenital  disloca.tion  of  the  hip.  If  such  cases  are  discovered  early  the 
reatment  is  of  much  shorter  duration  and  the  results  enormously  improved.  As  a

Tills  service  is  a relatively  new  one  and  is  much  appreciated  in  those  cases 
where  it  becomes  necessary.  During-  the  year  one  Cancer  case  received  a total  of 
152  hours  of  night  supervision  and  one  other  case  received  85  hours.  The 
difficulty  with  this  scheme  is  to  find  people  v/ho  are  willing  to  do  this  work, 
which  arises  at  infrequent  intervals  and  at  short  notice,  My  department  had 
compiled  quite  a list  of  workers  who  were  willing,  but  experience  has  shown  that 
when  a case  crops  up  at  short  notice  9Q^o  of  the  workers  are  not  in  a position  to 
carry  out  the  vrork.  The  department  would  welcome  enquiries  from  inhcbita,nts  in 
the  di-vision  who  would  be  willing  to  do  this  work,

The  number  of  patients  treated  rose  last  year  by  nearly  200,  It  is  pleasing 
to  report  that  the  number  of  patients  treated  at  clinic  rose  by  170,  whilst  those 
treated  at  home  rose  by  only  25.  This  is  a trend  in  the  ri,^t  direction,  althou^ 
I still  feel  that  the  proportion  of  patients  treated  at  home  is  far  too  high, 

Eome  Heir  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  was  again  provided  mainly  for  the  elderly,  and  the 
proportion  of  hours  expended  in  this  category  was  88,yfo  of  the  total.  The  number 
of  households  assisted  during  the  year  rose  by  55  to  924  and  fhe  number  of  hours 
expended  rose  by  approximately  3^  to  144? 899 •
